Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant has amended the claims to overcome the non-final rejection, claims 1-15 and 
31-45 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Uemura (US 6,649,941) and Nakamura (US 6,610,995) do not disclose: 

• The upper layer of the first electrode consists of an element metal, a compound or 
alloy including at least one of Pt, Pd, Rh, Ir, Ru, and Os. 

• The lower layer consists of an element metal, a compound or alloy including at 
least one of Pt, Pd, Rh, Ir, Ru, and Os. 

• The at least one of materials forming the upper layer and the lower layer are the 
same. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-15 and 31-45 are allowed.
